fome Men of War, and that 5 were actually fer out 
from Breft, which were to fteer their Courfe by the 
North of Scotland, is believ’d to be proundlefs; ‘ris 
at leaft certain, that our Miniftcrs know nothing of it. 
| Hamburgh, Fuly 20. O.S. Since the Profpect of 
a Rupture at hand between England and Spain, the 
Infurances to Cadiz, which were but at 2 per Cent. 
are rilen to 20, for the Goods which are embark’d on 
Englifh Bottoms ; for which Reafon moft of the Mer- 
chants are determin’d to put their Goods on board 
fuch Ships as come hither from Holland, and fome of

On the 17th of July the Army marched toa new 
Camp, which the Quarter-mafters had mark'd out 
the Day before, at Wifniaa, all but nine Battalions, 
which remained in the Camp of Merova. The fame 
Day General Neiperg with the Body of Forces he 
commands, was to cncamp at Jaboka, and the faid 
nine Batta'lions left in the Camp were ordered to 
join him. On the {18th we received Advice, that 
the whole Turkith Army was arrived at Rawna, and 
defigned to pafs the Morave, upon which Marthal 
Wallis came immediately to a Refolution to order 
the Body under the Command of General Neiperg, 
to join the main Army. The 2 iſt we learnt that the 
Turks hada confiderable Body *** at Semen- 
dria, and a ſtrong Detachment at Krozka, which 
they were continually reinforcing : Whereupon it 
was refolved in a Council of War, at which the | 
-Generals Neiperg and Schr, the Prince of Hildf- 
burgthaufen and General Sryrum affifted, not to 
wait for the Body commanded By Count Neiperg, but 


Po. Purfuant theretd, Macfhal Wallis marched 
the fame Evening, without Beat of Drum, or Sound 
of Trumpet, with 14 Regiments of Horfe, and 138 
Companies of Grenadiers, being himfclf at their 
Head, aecompanied by General Sehr 5 leaving Or- 
ders for Prince Hildsburfheufen to follow him with all 
che Infantry ? General Neiperg’ promifing to haften 
his Troops to Wifniza. The 22d at Da -Break 
Marfhal’ Wallis arrived at’Krozka with his Detach- 
ment, and immediately pufh’d the Encmy on all 
Sides, notwithftanding the Appreaches to Krozka 
were very difficult, becaufe there was no coming at 
the Enemy but through Defiles. The Regiment of 
Hohenzollern, which -had behaved extremely well, 
having advanced too far, was attackee afrefh, and 
forced to abandon all the Advantages it had gained : 
which unforrunaréty prevented the Marfhal’s De- 


with the Infantry. The Prince immediately made 
himſelf Mafter of a Poft at the Right, on the main- 
taining which Poft the Retreat entirely depended ; 
there the Enemy attack’d him feveral Times, but 
were always repulfed. The Turks have never been 
feen to make fo continual and obftinate a Fire as they 
did during the whole Day, and Part of the Night. 
Prince Charles of Lorrain and Prince Waldeck main- 
tained their Pofts feveral Hours againft them. In 
the Night we retired into our old Camp, but cannot 
remain long there for Want of Forage. Among the 
killed ave General Larfner, Count Cardffa, the 
young Prince of Waldeck, and (as is fuppofed) the 
Prince of Heffe Rhinfels ; amongft the wounded 
are the Prince of Waldeck and Count Daun. - 
Hague, Fuly 24. O. S. Yefterday the Ruffian Mi- 
nifter here receiv’d Advice, that Part of the Army 
under General Munich having pafs’d the Niefter, has 
burnt Sorokka, Mohilow and Sodova; and that his 
Troops had taken a confiderable Booty on the Turks 
Territories. And Letters of June 27. O.S. from 
Latirzew fay, that the Attack of the Village of Mo- 
hilow was made by a Body of Coffacks in the Rufhan 
Army; and chat upon this Occafion fome Turks were 
kill’d, and others, that fwam for their Lives, were 
drown’d in the Niefter. *Tis added, that thie has 
fo alarm’d the neighbouring Country, that the Inha- 
— are fled with ‘their beft Effecte towards the 
ruth.
